Sallust writing in 60 B.C. re- 
marked that “Poor Britons there is 
some. good in them after aij—they 
produce an oyster.” 

In the declininy. years of ‘the 
-Roman Empire slaves were sent to 
the coasts of the Atlantic to gather 
oysters for Roman. feasts. 

British oysters used to be taken 

to Rome by sea packed in sacks of 
snow. - 
The Kentish and Essex oysters 
were regarded by William the 
Conqueror as’ more preferable. to 
those of France. 

According to Pliny, “Sergius 
Oratn was the first man in the 
West to establish oyster preserves, 
but long before he built his arti- 
ficial oyster beds on Lake Lucrinus, 
‘]the Chines¢é had mastered the art 
of ostriculture. i 

It is believed that the oyster is 
hermaphrodite, and .that during 
the breeding season an individual 
oyster may. change its sex several 
times over. The same oyster may 
produce spermatozoa at one tims 
and ova at another, but never both 
together; nor is it able to fertilise 
itself. 

Oysters cannot live in water less 
than 3 per cent. salt. Also it is 
necessary that the water covering 
the oysters should be deep enough 
to shelter them from the direct 
rays of the sun. ~ om 

The mature oyster is not gene- 
rally considered ripe for plucking 
until four or five years. old. 

During the War, British oysters 
died from the effects of dumped 
explosives, but oil-from Ships ‘does 
not seem to injure them. oo 

A heavy fall of rain, because it 
altera the nature of the water, 
causes @eath to numbers of oys- 
ters. 

The Cantonese seldom eat oys- 
ters raw.
